BREAD MADE WITHOUT FLOUR 


Parisian Machine Transform* Wheat 


Into Dough—Homogeneous Mix- 


ture Forms Smooth Paste. 


Parisian bread is 
made wltuout 


flour In a machine that transforms the 
wheat into dough. The machine con- 
sists of a lanre screw turning loosely 
in a case on wtose muer sunace is a 
screw thread running in an opposite 
direction. Between the main threads 
on the cylinder are smaller threads, 
and the depth ot the groove grows 
progressively smaller irom one end 
to the other, so that it will hold the 
entire wheat grain as it enters tils 
machine and will accommodate only 
the pulverized wheat at the exit. 


The wheat is prepared by a * thor- 


ough washing, after which about a 
pint ot tepid water to a pound of grain 
is added, and the whole is allowed to 
stand about six hours. At the end ot 
this time the grains of 
wheat have 


swollen to double their ordinary size 
it is then mixed with the yeast and 
salt and poured into the machine. U 
tails between the threads ot" the mov- 
ing screw and of the fixed contrary 
screw, which simultaneously crush the i 
envelope and body of the grain, ina- j 
king of them a homogeneous mixture 
which forms a smooth paste. 


Bread obtained by this process con- 


tains a succession of holes whose size 
Increases as they approach the crust, 
which is thin. The odor given off is 
most agreeable and far 
more pro- 


nounced than that of ordinary bakers' 
bread.

HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY, 


Oiling the Body. 


The use of oil, particularly in 


the case of a person somewhat 
advanced in years, is recommend- 
ed by Sir Henry Thompson, an 
English physician, wbo says: 


"The bath, commencing at, 


say, 99 degrees, sbould giadually 
be brought up to at least 10G or 
108 degrees for tbiee or four 
minutes. 
Soap sbould now be 


used to every part, aided by a 
soft flesh brush, and should be 
washed off by water at the same 
high temperature. Then, leaving 
the bnth, the surface of the bodj' 
should be rubbed with a large 
sheet of thick white toweling, 
which 
completely 
covers it. 


When this is accomplished the 
bather should now thoroughly 
rub Into every part of the sur- 
face of the body (using the palm 
of the hand for the purpose) 
some pure oil, say a teaspoonful 
at a time, especially into those 
regions where the skin is drier 
and thicker than the rest, as on' 
the outer •side'; of the thifths and 
hips. An ounce (two tablespoon- 
fuls) at least should be used. 
The natural supply of moisture 
during tbe prime of life is grad- 
ually diminished by nge, but a 
greatly Improved condition of the 
skin may be secured by the pro- 
ceeding described. Under such 
treatment it becomes supple and 
healthy, and at the close of the 
performance some five minutes 
should be devoted to gentle calis- 


; tbenic exercises to bring into ac- 
! tion as far as possible all the 
1 muscles of the body."

RUNNERS 


Came From West 
Indies and Are 


Thought by Many People to Be 


Most Profitable of Duck Family. 


i 
(By ANNA. GALLIGHER, Ohio.) 


It is only comparatively a few years 


since the Indian Runner ducks made 
their appearance in America. 
Tiiey 


came originally from the West In-{ 
dies, where they have heen raised 1'oi'j 
years, chiefly as egg-producers. They 
derive their name irom their native 
land and racy, upright carriage. 


In color they are i'awn and white, 


with yellow shanks and light-green 
bill; 
the 
latter ,bemg 
sometimes 


splashed with black. 


The body is .long and narrow and 


is carried in an almost upright posi- 
tion. Neck is long and thin, with fine- 
ly formed head. 


The Indian Runner is rather small, 


fully matured ducks weighing trom 
four to five pounds. Drakes trom five 
to six pounds, live weight. 


But they grow very rapidly while 


young and are easy to raise. What 
they lack in weight is more than made 
up for in their other good qualities. 


To begin with, they are very prolihc 


layers; beginning when 
about six 


months old. 
Their eggs are pure 


white and a little larger than those 
of a Plymouth Rock hen. 


They are superior in quality to any 


Indian Runner Drake and Duck. 


duck's eggs that we have ever eaten, 
and as a. rule, they bring higher 
prices in the market. 


The ducklings reach a marketable 


size when about twelve weeks old. 
When forced, they will weigh lour to 
five pounds at two months. 


The meat of the Runner is of su- 


peiior quality; fine in the grain, juicy, 
and excellent flavor. Hotels and res- 
taurants pay fancy prices tor duck- 
lings. 


The eggs are in good demand, also. 


In winter when eggs are high the In- 
dian Runner is "on the ]ob." Any 
enterprising person can work up a 
trade among hotels and restaurants 
that should prove highly prolitable. 


There is no great danger of strong 


competition, 
as 
comparatively 
few 


poultry raisers have taken up this 
branch of the industry, notwithstand. 
ing the fact that nearly all kinds ol 
poultry products 
are 
bringing un- 


heard-of prices in the open market. 


In summer the Indian Runner when 


given free range will find the greater 
part of his living in the fields. But ol 
course when being fattened for mar- 
ket, they need some grain. It would 
be well to say right here that for best 
results the grain should be either 
ground or cooked.

PROVIDING GRIT IN WINTER 


Hens Should Be Allowed to Take as 


K Much as They Require—Don't 
""" 
Feed It In Their Mash. 


> 
(By W. F. PARRISH.) 


When winter comes and the ground' 


freezes, or is covered with snow a good i 
deal of the time, grit must be sup-i 
plied. Gravel or grit should be sharp,' 
so as to both cut and grin'd. Smooth | 
pieces of gravel will not answer the 
purpose. Gravel dug from a pit will 
make one of the best grits. 


"When pounded into small pieces, 


broken, crockery will make excellent! 
grit, also. A little sand mixed with' 
the other grit is helpful, but it will not j 
answer for exclusive use, not being 
sharp nor coarse enough. 


If you prefer, you can buy prepared 


grit from the dealers in poultry sup- 
plies. A good many people do this 
and a good many other people buy 
oyster shells with the belief that they 
are obtaining grit.' The hens need 
some of the oyster shells, as they sup- 
ply the system with lime and car- 
bonates, but they will not take the 
place of grit. They are too soft, and 
digest rather than grind. 


Keep well filled grit boxes where 


'the hens can run to them at will dur- 
ing the winter months and you will 
find that they consume quite a lot of 
the material in a month's time. Pro- 
viding the grit In boxes and allowing 
the hens to help themselves is the best 
way of feeding it. They will then use 
as much as is necessary for their 
health, as they are the best judges of 
this matter and consequently will not 
consume more than they require. 


If we always knew how much would 


be needed for the health of the birds, 
Jt would be all right to mix the grit 
with the feed. But since wo do not 
know flits, we would best not force 
grtf upon them as we would be doing 
If we mixed it f'ith the feed.

Postmaster Resigned and Then Changed 


His Mind and Half a Dozen Enemies 
Resulted—One Congressman Settles 
Disputes by a Referendum—Military 
Displays That Are Incongruous.

Washington, April 20.—[Special.]—

congressmen are apt to discuss the, 
troubles they are bavin? over patron- 
age.

must bo turned out, i1 though cousress- 
inen cannot effect the removal. 


Victor Murdoek told of a typical case 


in his district. A K I'isas postmaster 
decided t« resign, and half a do^en or 
more candidates sent in their applica- 
tions and petitions. Then the incum- 
bent changed his mmd, and the half 
dozen were sorely disappointed. The 
man had a good record, and the de- 
partment -would not remove him. All 
the candidates pounced upon Murdoefc 
and asked him to get the place for 
them. "There" is • no vacancy," wrote 
M/urdock. ""Why don't you make a va- 
cancy? 
"What are you there for?'' 


wrote back the candidates. "And I 
have half a. dozen enemies in that 
town,'' said Murdock, "and also the 
postmaster." 


Not Troubling Norris. 


Congressman 
Norris of Nebraska' 


was among those who heard Murdock's 
wail. 
"I hare no such trouble," he 


remarked. 


"Are your postoffices in the classified 


service?" he was asked. 


"No; I am out of the patronage serv- 


ice," was his reply. Xorris is not rec- 
ognized by the administration. 


Invokes'Rcferendum. 


One congressman said that in all 


postoffice disputes in his district, espe- 
cially where the "'contest became in- 
volved with- several cpndidates and a 
hot fight ensued, jie always submitted 
the question to 'a freferendum.

WENT TO WAR. 


About 1850 <-& Chinaman 
at 


Nanking named Hungsewtsiuen 
founded 
a society which he 


called "God-Worshipers," in op- 
position to Confucianism, the 
state religion. It soon came into 
collision with the imperial au- 
thorities, and the uprising be- 
came known as the Taiping re- 
bellion. The most peculiar thing 
about it wss, the women were 
as active as the"men In the mil- 
itary operations.' It Is said that 
a large army of women was 
raised 
and 
formed 
into bri- 


gades of 13,000 women each, 
with female officers. 
Of each 


brigade 
10,000 
were 
picked 


women and drilled in garrison 
duty. The rest were compelled 
to do the drudgery, as building 
breastworks, digging trenches, 
erecting batteries, etc. The reb- 
els held the city of Nanking 
till 1S64, with Hungsewtsiuen, 
called "the Heavenly King," as 
ruler. The rebellion was final- 
ly suppressed by the imperial 
authorities, and it had a tragic 
ending. 
The "Heavenly King" 


perished by his own hands amid 
the blazing ruins of the palace 
he 
had 
occupied for 
eleven 


years.
